We, the undersigned, petition to present to votersfor their approval at Special Town Meeting on November 14, 2016 the 
following “School Day Sidewalk Snow Clearing” By-law, as follows: 

It is the responsibility of every abutter of a publicly maintained sidewalk to keep his or her abutting sidewalks free of snow and 
ice on any day in which public schools are in session. The responsibility includes clearing unimpeded pedestrian access to the 
sidewalk of neighboring abutters and to crosswalks and wheelchair access ramps built into the sidewalk curb, or, in the case of 
sidewalks without adjacent crosswalks or wheelchair access ramps, to street comers. 

Any abutter who is both physically and financially unable to clear snow and ice from his or her property will be absolved of this 
responsibility after informing the Town Clerk of his or her physical and financial inability and requesting volunteer assistance to 
clear snow and ice from his or her property. The Town Clerk will publicly post all such requests for voluneer assistance. 

Any individual or organization may clear a public sidewalk of snow and/or ice and be held harmless for throwing the removed 
snow and ice onto abutting property if said sidewalk has not been cleared previously as required, and if the removed snow and/or 
ice is thrown in a reasonably cautious manner to minim ize damage or inconvenience to sidewalk abutters. 

NOTE: For a Special Town Meeting, 100 registered voters’ signatures are required to be certified.
